1. NEW HOUSES COMPIETED. 


During the quarter ended 31st March 1953, 704 houses were completed 
in Tasmania. This represents a decrease of 279 or 23.4% compared with December 
quarter,1952, and is the lowest number of completions recorded since the last quarter 
of 19496 


The number of completions in the March quarter in preceding years 
were 705 in 1952, 966 in 1951, 772 in 1950, S&9 in 1949, 383 in 1948, 270 in 19k7 


and 119 in 1946. Since Setitentien NOUS ED eetE of 18,7441 houses ha¥$é been 
completed in the State. Of these 4,672 or 24.9% were of brick, concrete etc., 
construction and 14, 069 or 75.%% of wood etc. materials. For ae March quarter 


1953, 217 or 30.34 of the total number of houses completed were of brick etc. and 
1.87 on 69.2% were of wood etc. mterials. 


The average recorded value of each house completed in Tasmania during 
the March quarter 1953 was £3,315 for brick, concrete etc., compared with £2,077 for 
each house of wood and £1,911 for each fibro-cement house. These values are the 
highest yet recorded and are considerably higher than those recorded for March 
quarter 1952 which were, £3,030 for brick concrete etc., £1,915 for wood, and £1,625 
for fibro-cement. 


Ze NEW HOUSES COMMENCED. 


The number of new houses commenced durin the March quarter 1953 
was 695, This is 203 or 41.2% more than in the December quarter 1952. 


Since July, 1945, a total of 21,000 new houses has been commenced 


in Tasmania. 


NSW HOUSES UNDER CONSTRUCTION. 


The number of houses under construction at 31st March 1953, was 2,303 4 
decrease of only 9 compared with the December quarter 1952 figure «f 2,317. Corres- 
ponding figures as at 31st March in preceding years are as follows:- 1952 - 35ONns 
1951= 3,512; 1950 = 3,148; 1949 - 2,346; 1948 - 2,010; 1947 - 1,346 and 1946 - 778. 


The houses under construction at 31st March 1953 were distributed according 
ro materials of outer walls as follows:- Solid brick, concrete etc., 569 (24.7%) 
brack, concrete etc., veneers 225 (9.7%) wood 1,225 (53.1%); prefabricated wood 183 
(729%); fPibro-cement 105 (4.5%); and others 1 (1%).

The value of new buildings (other than houses) completed during March 
quarter 1953 was £772,000 compared with £516,000 during December quarter 1952 and 
£442,000 during March quarter 1952. Bight (8) new factories valued at £162,000 
were completed during the quarter. 

During the March quarter 1953, the value of new buildings (other than 
houses) commenced was £315,000 or £11,000 less than during the December quarter 
1952 and £153,000 less than during the corresponding period in 1952. Construction 
of nine (9) new factories valued at £59,000 was commenced during the quarter ended 
31st March 1953. 

The value of new buildings (other than houses) under construction at the

The value of all new buildings (including houses) completed in 
Tasmania during March quarter 1953 was £2,495,000, a decrease of £205,000 
compared with December quarter 1952 and £534.,0°0 more than the March quarter 
1952 figure of £1,961,000. New houses valued at £1,723,9NO comprised 69, 0% 
of the total value of completions in March quarter 1953. 


The value of all new buildings commenced during March quarter 1953 
was £1,933,000 an increase of £492,000 compared with December quarter 1952, and 
£ 202, 000 less than in Varch quarter e525 


The value of all new buildings under construction at 31st March,1953,

6. VALUE OF WORK DONE ON NeW BUILDINGS. 


The value of work done on new buildings has been calculated from 
data collected on builders! returns. According to the information recorded on 
these returns the value of work done during March quarter 1953, on new buildings 
in Tasmania was £2,29),000 compared with £2,555,000 for Dece:ber quarter 1952, and 
£2,822,000 for September quarter 1952, of the March quarter 1953, total £1,624,000 
or 70.8% represented value of work done in respect of houses. Hobart and 
Suburbs accounted for £866,009 or 37.7% of the total value, Launceston and Suburbs 
for £276,000 or 12% and the rest of the State for £1,152,000 or 50. %.

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7.» PERSONS WORKING ON NEW BUILDINGS. 


Note: The figures quoted below include estimates for persons 
working on owner-huilt houses, but exclude principals 
and their employees engaged solely on alterations 
and additions. 


There were 5,954 persons including 1,472 working principals 
engaged on the construction of new buildings at 31st March, 1953. Of these 
2,879 were carpenters by trade, 418 bricklayers and 1,333 builders' labourers. 


The number of persons engaged at the 31st March each year is 
as follows:- 1946 - 2109; 1947 - 3325; 1948 - 3979; 1949 - 5130; 1950 - 6409; 
1951 - 6957; 1952 - 6758 and 1953 - 5954. Of the latter number 4423 were 
working on private contract jobs, 750 on owner-built jobs, and 781 on Governrent 
day labour projects. The returns indicated that 2956 were working on new houses, 
1739 on other new buildings, 483 on alterations and additions to houses, 498 on 
alterations and additions to other buildings and 278 on repair and maintenance 
work.

Owner--Builder: For the purpose of this Bulletin, an owner-builder is a 


person who is actually building his own house or is having his house built 
under his own direction without the services of a Contractor. 


Commenced; A building is regarded as having been commenced when work 
on foundetions has begun, Owing to the difficulty of defining the exact point 


that this represents in building operations, it is vropable that interoretations 
placed upon it by informants ave not entirely uniform.

pleted; A building is regarded as having been completed when the 
lider has fulfilled the terms of the contract. As with commencements, the 
interpretations placed upon this definition may vary.

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Under Construction: A building remaining uncompleted at the end of a 


period is regarded as being under construction regardless of whether construct- 
ion was actively proceeding on that particular date. 


Employment : The figures of employment relate to persons actually working 
on new buildings on a specified day. They include working principals, 
employees, men working as, or for, sub-contractors and men temporarily laid 

off on account of weather. In addition, they include some employees engaged 
on alterations, additions, renovations or repairs to buildings when these jobs 
are undertaken by a contractor who builds new buildings. The figures; include 


estimates for persons working on owner-huilt houses. 


Values: All values shown exclude the value of land and represent the

estimated value of buildings on comoletion. 


All figures in this Bulletin relate to the cperations of 
private contractors, Government Authorities and owner-builders. 


Figures relate only tu the operations of persons who build new 
buildings. 


Alterations, additions, renovations and re airs to buildings

are excluded, because of the difficulty in obtaining complete lists of persons 
who engage in these operetions, 


Figures for houses exclude converted military huts, flats, 
and shop dwellings. Some houses built on farms are excluded but these do 
not affect the figures materially.
